It Is Said That Many Members Oppose 
Merger With Loyal Americans. 
The disapproval of the absoi btion of 
the Fraternal 
A r m y of America by 
the Loyal Americans 
is 
assuming 
large proportions. 
Captain Bernard of American Post 
No. .» and C. S. 
Nelson, supreme 
medical examiner of the Fraternal 
Army of America, who b^ve held poM 
meetings in all the larger posts in 
central and northern Illinois, say that 
out of ail the posts visited only 2U 
members were found who were willing 
to merger the Loyai Americans.
